Constitutional 
Changes  Set 
For  Test  Soon 

The  studentbody  consitution 
is  scheduled  for  complete  re- 
vision, with  the  first  set  of 
changes  to  be  ready  for  student- 
body  consideration  Nov.  30,  it 
was  announced  at  Wednesday 
night's  Legislative  Council  meet- 
ing by  Nancy  Briggs,  constitu- 
tion committee  chairman. 

This  first  report  will  contain 
those  revisions  felt  to  be  most 
pressing.  The  committee  plans 
to  finish  the  constitution  during 
winter  quarter. 

Main  point  in  this  quarter’s 
changes  will  be  reorganization 
of  the  Legislative  Council,  with 
stress  on  making  it  a more  rep- 
resentative body.  Miss  Briggs 
told  the  Council.  She  mentioned 
adding  more  elected  represen- 
tatives and  reducing  the  number 
appointed  or  become

Official  Issues 
Grid  Statement 
On  Next  Game 

President  Harvey  L.  Taylor, 
President,  Thursday  issued 
a statement  regarding  Satur- 
day's Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity-Colorado  A&M  foot- 
ball game.  It  was  made  by 
request  of  the  Legislative 
Council. 

The  Statement  read: 

“Since  this  is  one  of  the 
most  important  football  games 
of  the  season  to  us,  sinqe  the 
outcome  has  such  an  impor- 
tant and  direct  bearing  on 
the  championship  of  the  Sky- 
line Conference,  every  stu- 
dent and  faculty  member 
should  support  the  team  in  its 
game  Saturday,  not  only  with 
their  presence  at  the  game,  but 
with  their  confidence  and 
good  will  fron  now  until  the 
game  is  played. 

“I  have  had  several  con- 
ferences with  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  team.  I find  that 
they  are  determined  to  win 
this  game  and  to  give  to  the 
school  their  very  finest  ef- 
forts. With  this  kind  of  a 
spirit  they  merit  the  100  per 
cent  support  of  all  of  us. 

Legislative  Council  mem- 
bers delegated  a member  to 
request  a statement  from  the 
University  administration  in 
an  effort  to  revive  student 
spirit  for  Saturday’s  game,  and 
advise  students  that  some- 
thing is  being  done  to  pro- 
duce a successful  team. 

An  effort  was  made  to  com- 
municate with  President  Wilk- 
inson, but  the  university 
executive  had  left  town  for 
several  days. 


Weather  Forecast 
Predicts  Snow 
And  Cold  for  Area 

Most  of  Wednesday  night  and 
all  Thursday  morning,  snow  fell 
across  Utah.  The  official  weath- 
er forecast  said  that  it  will  con- 
tinue to  snow  Friday  and  most 
of  Friday  night.

Resolution 
Vote  Proves 
Unanimous 

LEGISLATIVE  council  mem- 
bers unanimously  adopted  a 
resolution  Wednesday  urging 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
administration  and  board  of 
trustees  to  take  action  to  pro- 
vide a successful  football  team. 

The  resolution  read: 

“We,  as  a legislative  body 
representing  more  than  8,000 
students,  make  this  resolution  in 
the  belief  that  we  are  reflecting 
the  opinion  of  the  majority  of 
those  students  in  that: 

“1.  A successful  football  team 
adds  greatly  to  the  stature  of 
any  university. 

"2.  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity does  not  have  a successful 
football  team. 

"THEREFORE,  we  encourage 
those  who  are  in  authority  to 
take  any  action  that  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  provide  a 
football  team  which  will  reflect 
the  stature  of  this  great  uni- 
versity.” 

Legislative  Council  adopted 
the  resolution  after  nearly  two 
hours  of  debate.  A committee 
was  appointed  to  draft  the  meas- 
ure. and  later  the  group  made 
several  changes  so  that  unanim- 
ity could  be  reached. 

An  item  on  the  published  Leg- 
islative Council  agenda,  the  res- 
olution was  suggested  by  Wid 
Tingey,  studentbody  president. 
Tingey  is  also  a member  of  the 
BYU  Athletic  Council,  ad  advis- 
ory organization  for  athletic  af- 
fairs. 

AS  PRESIDING  officer  of 
Legislative  Council,  the  student- 
body  president  yielded  the  chair 
to  enter  debate.  . He  suggested 
that  the  resolution  be  stated  in 
general  terms,  since  the  legis- 
lators hold  no  claim  to  being 
football  experts. 

Two  members  of  the  varsity 
football  team  attended  the  meet- 
ing, as  well  as  one  student  who 
said  that  he-  intends  to  play 
football  here. 

Tingey  called  for  an  informal 
vote  of  approval  that  the  resol- 
ution was  in  order.  The  student 
legislators  unanimously  conced- 
ed that  it  was. 

“THE  ATTITUpE  of  the  spec- 
tators at  last  Friday’s  football 
game  has  indicated  the  feelings 
of  this  studentbody  to  me,”  Tin- 
gey said. 

Large  sections  of  the  BYU 
cheering  section  were  reported 
to  have  cheered  on  several  oc- 
casions for  the  Idaho  team,  and 
during  the  second  half  were  said 
to  have  paid  more  attention  to 
flying  paper  airplanes  than  to 
the  game. 

In  the  original  draft  of  the 
resolution,  the  word  “winning” 
was  deleted  and  replaced  with 
“successful.”  Legislative  Coun- 
cil members  stressed  that  the 
studentbody  does  not  want  un- 
defeated teams,  but  that  a more 
“competitive”  team  is  desirable. 

TINGEY  SAID  that  he  decid- 
ed to  suggest  the  resolution  after 
a large  number  of  students, 
alumni,  and  interested  people 
has  requested  that  he  do  so. 
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A Coherent  Basis 


Wednesday  night’s  resolution  by  the  Legis- 
lative Council  which  urged  the  university  ad- 
ministration to  take  action  to  provide  the  stu- 
dentbody  with  a successful  football  team  was 
probably  the- most  authoritative  action  ever 
taken  by  that  body. 

According  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Assoc- 
iated Students  of  Brigham  Young  University, 
the  Legislative  Council  is  empowered  to: 

1.  . . . be  the  representative  body  in  student 
government  and  shall  consider  studentbody 
problems,  and  initiate  action  for  the  welfare 
of  the  studentbody. 

2.  The  Legislative  Council  shall  ratify  ap- 
pointments made  by  the  Executive  Council  by 
a three-fourths  voting  majority. 

3.  The  Legislative  Council  shall  ratify  or  re- 
ject by  a two-thirds  voting^  majority  and  all 
existing  statutes  to  this  constitution  at  its 
first  regular  meeting,  and  inaugurate  new  stat- 
utes, SUBJECT  TO  THE  APPROVAL  OF  THE 
DEAN  OF  STUDENTS  AND  EXECUTIVE 
COUNCIL,  BY  THE  SAME  MAJORITY. 

4.  The  Legislative  Council  may  overrule  an 
Executive  Council  vote  of  a statute  by  a three- 
fourths  voting  majority. 

The  name  “Legislative  Council”  implies  that 
the  power  of  instituting  legislation  is  the  pri- 
mary purpose  of  that  group.  Perhaps  this  is 
true,  but  certainly  its  greatest  strength  does 
not  lie  in  that  power. 

At  times,  such  as  Wednesday  night,  the  Leg- 
islative Council  may  vote  on  a measure  which 
would  tend  to  conflict  with  the  policy  of  the 
university  administration.  Such  a measure 
could  be  defeated  by  the  Dean  of  Students’ 
veto  if  enacted  in  the  form  of  legislation. 

- However,  it  is  less  than  likely  that  anyone 


could  veto  a resolution  made  by  the  Legislative 
Council,  for  a resolution  is  simply  a statement 
of  opinion,  and  denial  thereof  would  constitute 
an  imposition  on  freedom  of  speech. 

Suggestion  for  the  resolution  came  from 
Studentbody  President  Wid  Tingey.  In  the  past 
three  years,  no  student  leader  has  shown  such 
an  example  of  leadership  and  intelligent  eval- 
uation of  a sensitive  situation. 

However,  this  is  not  the  first  such  example 
shown  by  Tingey.  Early  in  the  quarter  he  cre- 
ated a constitution  committee  to  evaluate  the 
constitutibn  of  the  Associated  Students  of 
Brigham  Young  University,  and  submit  recom- 
mendations for  changes,  alterations,  or  addi- 
tions. 

After  only  a slight  amount  of  studying  that 
document,  it  was  decided  that  several  amend- 
the  entire  constitution  should  be  revised  at  the 
ments  were  needed  at  an  early  date,  and  that 
time  of  general  elections  during  spring  quarter. 

Such  a project  could  leave  a document  at 
this  university  as  a monument  to  the  student- 
body’s  leadership  ability  which  might  by  far 
outlast  other  monuments  which  are  generally 
thought  to  be  more  permanent  than  paper. 

The  constitution  is  a nebulous  dissertation 
of  the  thinking  of  student  governments  which 
drafted,  enacted  and  amended  over  a span  of 
more  than  50  years.  If  that  constitution  can 
be  revised  and  enacted  as  a coherent,  definitive 
basis  for  student  law,  student  government 
could  be  made  more  responsible  and  more  re- 
sponsive. 

Students  of  Brigham  Young  University 
should  resolve  to  support  Wid  Tingey  in  the 
two  aforementioned  actions.  He’s  plugging  for 
them.

Decided  Underdogs 
Although  the  Cats  have  been 
rated  three-touchdown  under- 
dogs, a feeling  exists  in  some 
quarters  that  BYU  has  one  good 
game  left  in  its  system  and  the 
A&M  fray  may  be  it. 

The  Rams  have  always  exper- 
ienced difficulty  on  the  Provo 
gridiron,  and  the  snow  and  cold 
may  hamper  their  performance 
somewhat.  Colorado  A&M  has  a 
heavy  backfield,  and  this  weight 
could  either  slow  down 
Aggies  or  push  the  Cougars  on 
their  collective  seats,  depending 
upon  the  amount  and  speed  of 
the  BYU  defensive  charge. 

BYU  must  gird  its  forward 
wall  to  stop  the  thunderous 
charges  of  such  players  as  all- 
conference back  Gary  Glick; 
Larry  Barnes,  216-pound  full- 
back; and  hard-running  Jerry 
Galeski  at  right  half.  Quarter- 
back Jerry  Callahan  also  pre- 
sents a passing  threat,  with  end 
Jerry  Sanders  being  his  favor- 
ite target. 

Seek  Second  Win 
The  Cats,  who  have  defeated 
only  Los  Angeles  State,  will 
seek  their  second  win  and  first 
victory  in  the  conference.  The 
Cougars  have  been  stressing  of- 
fense with  the  emphasis  being 
placed  upon  blocking.
